So, you have decided to take the plunge 
and purchase that computer for which you have 
been so desperately saving for the last two 
years... Well, the time is right, as computer 
retailers are selling systems at very low prices 
(and low profit margins), to try to win the 
customers in what is probably an over-serviced 
market with too many retailers and wholesalers. 

This may sound great for the customer, but it 
can also hide some very big drawbacks if the 
customer doesn’t know what to look for. 

Firstly, where are you buying a computer 
from? My idea is that there are retailers and 
there are resellers. A retailer is someone who 
not only can supply you the appropiate 
equipment that you require, but can also 
provide backup support for that equipment. 
These retailers are professional people who 
either have shop fronts or work from an office 
or home as a full time job. A reseller , on the 
other hand, can be any Joe Blow who sells 
computers from his back door just to 
supplement an income. 

A reseller cannot supply the same type of 
backup service as a retailer can, as they are not 
in the position (or majority of the time have not 
the equipment) to do so. If you are 
contemplating purchasing from a back door 
operator, please don’t go complaining to a 
retailer when things start to go wrong. We 
constantly hear of these problems and don’t feel 
like telling people ”1 told you so!”. 

Secondly, when purchasing a computer 
system from either a retailer, or reseller, find out 
as much as possible about them. To do this just 
ask around. If a person was not happy with the 
service he or she had received they will soon tell 
you. If alot of people were not happy with the 
service they received, definitely remove that 
retailer/reseller from your list. Even if this 
person may be $50 to $100 cheaper, it is just not 
worth the hassle. 

Next, be comfortable with the person you 
are buying the system from. If the salesperson 
seems to talk down to you, or cannot answer 
simple questions, then just say thank you and 
leave. Remember, this person will be responsible 
for after sales service on your system, and if you 
don’t like them, why buy from them? 

Now, for the shaky dealings. If a 
salesperson tells you that DOS will be loaded, 
but you don’t need the manual, or the manuals 
will cost extra, they are lying. For one, they are 
breaching the copyright laws and they are 


pirating. Secondly, if they provide DOS on the 
system, then they must supply manuals. This 
is the LAW. 

If the salesperson says that they will 
provide any commercial software of your choice 
(eg. WordPerfect, Lotus 123 etc.), but you get no 
manuals, registration documents, or original 
, disks, this too is pirating, which can lead to fines 
up to $50,000 for the individual and $250,000 
for a corporation. Additionally, an individual 
may face 6 month’s imprisonment. This is also 
true for anyone who buys a computer 
secondhand from the classified ads or from 
another person. 

If these people are going to break the law 
with software, then what would stop them from 
providing below standard hardware items to 
customers who don’t know any better? 

Now, when you do go to pick you computer 
system up, and it’s all in its nice boxes, ask the 
saleperson to unbox them and assemble the 
computer so that you can see that it’s running, 
and to verify that everything you asked for is 
there and loaded on. It is very dishearting to 
discover that when you get a system home that 
It doesn’t work, or nothing has been loaded, 
especially if you are new to computers and 
haven’t a hope in hell of knowing where to start. 

So remember, when you go shopping 
around for a computer system, it’s not just the 
brand name to look for, but the support you 
want to receive from the dealer. It’s the dealer 
you have to confront with your problems, not 
the computer. It justs sits there looking dumb! 
(dealer or computer?).*

Cookdisk 
PC Vision 
Dollars & $ense 

Cookdlsk 

Cookdisk is a computer based recipe book 
that consists of 2000 or so recipes ranging from a 
basic snack to a faqcy cocktail. 

As with any computer based record storage 
system, its main power lies in its ability to retrieve 
information that satisfies given search criteria. It is 
fully menu driven (no pun intended) and you can 
search for recipes simply by scrolling through 
various menus or you can give specific search 
criteria and it will list only those recipes that 
conform to your selections. For instance, you might 
ask it to find dishes that are made with eggs and 
tomato and it will list such recipes. Also, you can 
search for recipes suited to different types of 
cooking - Microwave or BBQ, etc. There is a 
comprehensive list of cocktails and soups, entrees, 
etc., to complement the main meal. 

One useful aid is the Glossary list that 
describes in detail all the terms commonly used in 
cooking - from ”A1 Dente” to ”Torte*. Context 
sensitive help is available at all times but doesn’t 
really need to be used very often, as the program is 
straightforward and uncluttered, ft is a commercial 
program and It was listed in the green guide for a 
reasonable $79.00. Or, the September PC User had 
a free demo advertised for those interested. 

PC Vision 

PC Vision is a magazine on a disk. I don’t 
think the editor at A.P.C. will lose too much sleep 
over this one. Magazines are the sort of thing you 
want to pick up and read during tea break or take 
to bed with you, not sit and stare at the screen for 
an hour or two to catch up on the latest happenings 
in the computer world. Normally 1 will browse 
through any decent computer magazine for a week 
or so before everything of interest is absorbed, but 
15 minutes with PC Vision was about all it held my 
interest for. Also, it appeared extremely hard to 
find your way back to a certain place a second time 
- maybe lack of concentration had a lot to do with 
that though! Nevertheless, they could be a 
useful form of advertising media. Companies could 
promote their latest software in a way a paper mag 
could never compete with, as a live demo may sell a 
product to a person who may not even give it a 
glance on a piece of paper. Worth a look at the 
least, and, when finished, you have a 1.2 meg floppy 
to use for something else. 

Dollars & $ense 

For the last couple of years, I have been 
searching for an extremely user friendly accounting 
package - something you don’t need to be a 
Certified Accountant to set up & use... Something 
that if you make a mistake and don’t find it until the 
bank statement comes - you can simply go direct to 


the offending transaction and edit it without having 
to do a journal entry and end up with an audit trail 
that looks like a doodle pad. Also, 1 wanted a 
minimum of typing when entering details. It seems 
silly to type the same information over and over 
when it could be stored for instant retrieval on disk. 

After purchasing several packages that 
promised the world and finding them all falling very 
short of ideal, one has finally come up that is 
excellent for the home user or small business that 
doesn’t want Debtors & Creditors and a full blown 
accounting package, but just wants to keep 
accurate records to give the accountant at the end 
of the year. It is an American package called Dollars 
& Sense. 

Very few people have heard of Dollars & 
Sense, but it is better than the likes of In House 
Accountant and other ones pushing for this market. 
There doesn’t appear to be anything that the 
average user can’t do with it. Opening Balances & 
Year end operations that are a nightmare on some 
systems are very simple. Virtually anything that is 
wrong can be corrected with no messy entries to 
journal them out. The names of people to whom 
cheques are often written can be stored and 
retrieved from a menu or simply by typing the first 
letter or two and pressing enter. It’s the same for 
selecting accounts you wish to post transactions to. 
It remembers which accounts you normally choose 
for each descriptor & also has automatic 
transaction entry for transactions that are the 
same each time - these can be selected from a 
menu. Once it Is set up, a person with one arm 
cut off and four fingers missing can operate it quite 
easily - for someone with my typing skill and speed 
this is essential. Bank reconciliation is easy and 
precise, and reports can be user defined or you can 
use pre-set layouts. Graphs can be produced to 
display trends, and there Is a section for portfolios if 
Stocks & Bonds are your scene. There is also a 
section for tax predictions or similar but being an 
American package this section does not appear to 
be suitable for Australian taxation conditions. 

One good feature is that the data is stored in 
only one file (unlike most accounting programs) 
which you can give any name you please, and you 
can back up from within the program to any 
location or filename you please. This enables you to 
have several files available to work with for 
different purposes - eg., you might want to keep 
records for two or so different operations and 
instead of having to set up different subdirectories 
with all the program and data files in each one, you 
can switch from one to the other in an instant from 
within the one program. Sometimes you may wish 
to back up before drastic changes are made, and 
this enables complete file manipulation from within 
the program. The copy of Dollars & $ense I have is 
possibly an early version and I am awaiting a reply 
from the Australian distributors, Mindscape 
International, of any possible upgrades. 1 believe 
any improvements will make it an exceptional 
package." ■ Rob Walker 
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QuikMenu II 

You may recall our review of the 
excellent shareware menu system QuikMenu, 
a menu that is graphics orientated and uses 
"buttons’' which are clicked on by a mouse. 
Well, there is another version. This one, 
however, is not shareware. It is a commercial 
program. Called QuikMenu H, it differs to the 
shareware version in that is uses Windows 3 
icons, or icons that you create using the built 
in Icon editor. 

In case some of you aren’t familiar with 
icons, or Microsoft Windows Version 3, icons 
are small drawings or symbols that can 
represent the program options they are 
associated with. For example, a picture of a 
rubbish bin can be on an option that deletes 
old files or something. Or a plane can be 
attached to the Flight Simulator option. 

QuikMenu II also 


the extension .ICO. QuickMenu2 stores the 
icons in its own data file. This way, you don’t 
have to have hundreds of .ICO files in the 
menu directory. 

If there is already an icon in the built-in 
library you can edit it. However, ALL options 
that use that particular icon will be affected 
by any changes you make. Therefore, you can 
export that particular icon to an .ICC file, 
then re-import it, edit it and save it to the 
library. I initially had problems doing this as I 
was calling the icon a .ICO file. Qmenu cannot 
read it properly if this is done, as there must 
be some structural differences between the 
standard .ICO Windows icons and the icons 
Qmenu exports. By merely typing the 
required name and leaving off the extension, 
it worked fine. 

There are literally thousands of different 
icons available through shareware libraries 
and on BBSs. I have

The dialer allows you to create icons that 
can dial a number through the modem. To do 
this, you click on the selected icon. You are 
then prompted to pickup the phone handset 
and hit Enter. I found this a great idea as you 
can have a whole page set aside, or more if 
necessary, for phone numbers. The one 
drawback we found, is that it doesn’t work! 
For some reason the modem didn’t respond. 
We made sure the setup was set for COM1 
(COM1 or 2 selectable). We think there may 
be a bug in the program. Pity. 

With the icon editor, you can edit an 
option, say Chess, and when the option ”Add 
an Icon” is selected you have the choice of 
creating your own, using the built in editor, or 
importing a Windows 3 icon, a file ending with

The only drawback with Quikmenu II is 
that the icons cannot be altered in size. For 
some they may appear to be a bit small, but 
they are the same size as the ones that 
appear in Windows 3. Perhaps a revision of 
the program may rectify this and the dialing 
problem. 

QuikMenu II is available through OSCS 
software, Oregon, USA. If you are a registered 
user of QuikMenu, then you can purchase 
QuikMenu II at a discounted rate of $45. If 
not, then it costs $60 or thereabouts to 
purchase.* - Martin Taylor

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XDSKCOPY 

Do you own an AT compatible that is 
equipped with a 1.2 Mb or a 1.44 Mb disk drive? Do 
you also wish DISKCOPY would copy whole disks 
in one go instead of having to swap disks 2 or three 
times during the copy process? Now there is an 
answer. A local software author has produced a 
diskcopying programme called XDSKCOPY, or 
Extended Diskcopier. This program allows you to 
copy a high capacity disk in one go. That is, one 
read, and one write. No more swapping disks two or 
three times to copy one disk. 

Normally, DISKCOPY that comes with DOS 
reads what it can into available RAM and then 
writes it to the target disk. If the disk size goes 
beyond this capacity, typically 560-580kb 
depending on your system (more with DOS 5), you 
need two, sometimes three disk swaps to copy one 
disk. What XDSKCOPY does is to create a 
temporary buffer file on the hard disk and writes all 
the information It can into RAM, and the rest on the 
specified disk. You can also use a RAM disk, 
provided it is over 700kb in size, but copying 
performance isn't increased that markedly due to 
the low speed of the floppies, 

XDSKCOPY does have a few limitations, 
however. You cannot do multiple copies of more 
than one disk at a time. You can copy the one disk 
many times over, but if you have a number of disks 
you wish to copy, say the latest word processor, for 
backup purposes, you have to copy the first disk, 
exit to DOS, run XDSKCOPY again and repeat the 
process. Not too bad if you run it from DOS, but a 
pain if you run it from a menu, especially Power 
Menu, as Power Menu always returns you to the top 
menu, even if your utility routines are one, perhaps 
two menu levels deep. 

I believe a fix is on the way. Once this is out, 
then I think XDSKCOPY would be one of the better 
ideas to come out of the Shareware world. 

XDSKCOPY also allows you to force a format 
of the target disk, even if it is formatted, to verify 
the copy as it goes, and it is also smart. It can 
detect the media type of the source disk. Other 
copiers such as D1SKDUPE don’t allow this. It has 
to be configured each time it is run. Also, COPYQM 
is another disk copier, but it has proven to be 
unreliable for me. I used it on a number of PCs, 
including Model 50 and 70 IBM PS/2s at work, and 
we found the target disks had no data on them at 
all. XDSKCOPY, however, worked every time. ■

(DOS Tips) 

DOS Environment & Paths 

If, like me, you have a great number of 
directories which you need to have included in the 
path, you will find that your system will tend to 
slow down due to the long search path DOS has 
to go through to look for a file. Your path may 
look like this: 

Path C:\;C:\UUIs;C:\DOS;CAMenu;C:\XTG;C:\copy;D:\GT;C:\ 
wp;C:\nuiC:\Scanners|C:\ Virus 

C:\VIRUS 

and so on. If, when the PC is booted, you get a 
message "out of environment space”, this means 
that your path is too long. You see, DOS allocated 
a default size of 256 bytes to what is called the 
DOS environment. This contains the path 
statement and other bits of information DOS uses, 
such as a colorful prompt. One way to increase 
the environment size is to add the following line to 
the CONFIG.SYS file: 

SHELL=C:\COMMAND.COM /? /E:1024 

For starters, the above line tells the PC 
where to find COMMAND.COM, the command 
interpreter. It doesn’t have to lie in the root 
directory of your hard disk. It could be In the DOS 
directory. Like this: 

SHELLAC:\DOS\COMMAND.COM /P /E:1024 

This way, the only files you need have in the root 
directory would be the AUTOEXEC.BAT and 
CONFIG.SYS files. 

Now, the /E:1024 means to make the 
environment size 1024 bytes, more than ample for 
those long paths. 

Typing SET at the DOS prompt will display 
the following: 

COMSPEC=C:\COMMAND.COM 
PATH=C:\DOS;C:\UTILS and so on.. 

PROMPT=$P$G 

The above is what is in the DOS 
.environment. 

The other alternative can be to stick to, say, 
3 directories in the path statement in the 
AUTOEXEC.BAT file and to create a directory 
that contains batch files to run all the programs 
you wish to run from anywhere on the hard disk: 

PATH C:\;C:\DOS;C:\BAT 

In the directory C:\BAT you can have batch 
files that will change to the directory a particular 
program is located and execute it This method 
will save on search time and also free up memory 
as increasing the environment size decreases 
available RAM. Not by much, mind you, but 
enough in these days of memory hungry 
programs - . Mart|n TayIor
